Conservative Leader Stephen Harper com¬ 
mitted to a loan guarantee or equivalent 
financial support for the Lower Churchill 
hydroelectric project during a speech in St. 
John’s on Thursday evening. 

He said the project is a game changer 
for the entire region as a move towards 
greener energy. No specific financial 
details were given. 

Halifax was Harper’s first election stop 
in Atlantic Canada on Thursday. It consist¬ 
ed of a mid-moming press conference, a 
quick radio interview and sipping beer be¬ 
fore noon. 

In one of the few questions he took at a 
press conference inside the Halterm Con¬ 
tainer Terminal, Harper voiced his support 
for the hydroelectricity project but said 
there’s “a lot of discussion yet to go” on 
the specifics. 

“This is a very important project not 
just for Newfoundland and Labrador but 
for Nova Scotia and the entire region,” he 
said. 

Harper then defended his position on 
the upcoming debates with the leaders of 
the Liberal, NDP and Bloc Quebecois par- 


spoke to Mr. Harper

affirmed that this project is a 
win-win for all of us, that will 
change the economic 
landscape of this province and 
the region for generations to

ties. He said his first preference was a one- 
on-one debate with Michael IgnatiefF, but 
the Liberal leader wanted the other 
leaders to be present. 

IgnatiefF said he’s open to a one-on-one 
debate with Harper but was turned down. 

After the presser. Harper did a brief ra¬ 
dio interview at News 95.7, then was 
whisked away to a photo op at the Red 
Stag Tavern. 

As he left News 95.7, he was asked 
whether his party would offer financial 
support for the proposed downtown con¬ 
vention centre. Harper said he couldn’t 
commit to anjhhing during the campaign.

Harper touts 
trade deals

Upcoming free-trade 
agreements with the Euro¬ 
pean Union and India may 
be a boon to Halifax. 

Conservative Leader 
Stephen Harper said a 
trade contract with the 
European Union is coming 
early next year and anoth¬ 
er with India will be com¬ 
pleted in 2013. He made 
the announcement at a 
press conference at the 
Halterm Container Termi¬ 
nal on Thursday morning. 
Mayor Peter Kelly said 


the Indian agreement, es¬ 
pecially, might come in 
handy. 

“Before we’ve been ap¬ 
proached by members of 
the Indo community who 
wanted to bring in busi¬ 
nesses this year, and that 
might be an opportunity 
for them to come over 
here and invest and help 
us grow our economy,” 
Kelly said in an interview 
later on Thursday. 

Harper said his govern¬ 
ment, if elected, will 
move “full throttle” to 
complete these agree¬ 
ments.

fax are veiy aware, they 
also know secure and sta¬ 
ble access to more and 
larger export markets is 
essential if we are going to

Harper said. 

And because it was a 
campaign stop. Harper 
mentioned the Liberals 


negotiated only three free- 
trade agreements during 
their 13 years in office. He 
said a Liberal minority 
would have an even worse 
track record because the 
NDP and Bloc Quebecois 
traditionally don’t sup¬ 
port free-trade deals. 

“Michael Ignatieff 
would face more haggling 
in his own government 
than he would with for¬ 
eign trade negotiators. It 
would be a gong show.” 

Harper said his Conser¬ 
vatives have negotiated 
eight contracts and are 
currently in discussions 
with 50 countries.

The NDP reiterated plans 
for health care, education 
and economic develop¬ 
ment in their govern¬ 
ment’s third speech from 
the throne on Thursday. 

The speech, read by Lt.- 
Gov. Mayann Francis to 
open the spring session, 
trumpeted the commit¬ 
ments in their health care 
strategy. Better Care Soon¬ 
er, as well as the Jobs Here 
initiative. 

The government also 
hinted at several upcom¬ 


ing initiatives, including 
an international com¬ 
merce strategy aimed at 
expanding the province’s 
access to global markets, a 
childhood obesity strategy 
and changes to the Elec¬ 
tions Act to “modernize” 
the way elections are run. 

The overall message, 
however, was the NDP will 
stay the course. 

“Each one of the plans 
that we researched ... 
we’re cariying through on 
it, just as we have with the 
financial plan,” said Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter after¬ 
ward. 

“It is working, and we 


are making significant 
change, progress, for the 
people of this province.” 

The opposition leaders 
were not so sure. 

“We’re at the mid-point 
of the government’s man¬ 
date. I think the time for 
promising strategies has 
long past,” said Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Leader 
Jamie Baillie. “The time to 
actually achieve some¬ 
thing, to create real re¬ 
sults, is now here.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he was encour¬ 
aged by the government’s 
focus on the Lower 
Churchill deal, as well as

their commitment to help 
Irving Shipbuilding’s at¬ 
tempts at securing nation¬ 
al shipbuilding contracts. 


But McNeil renewed his 
criticism of the govern¬ 
ment’s tax policy. 

“They’ve increased the 
HST, they’ve increased 
eveiy user fee, they’ve 
downloaded about $50 
million on to municipali¬ 
ties,” said McNeil. 

“So what their doing is 
actually going deeper into 
the pockets of Nova Sco¬ 
tians.” 

The House will resume 
briefly on Friday, but all 
eyes are focused on next 
Tuesday, when Finance 
Minister Graham Steele 
delivers the province’s 
2011-12 budget. 


Trevor Zinck took his seat 
in the legislature on Thurs¬ 
day for the first time since 
the embattled Dartmouth 
North MIA was charged 
with criminal fraud. 

Zinck was charged Feb. 
14 with one count of fraud 
over $5,000, two counts of 
theft over $5,000, and one 
count of breach of public 
trust. Three other 
politicians were charged in 
relation to the MLA 
expense scandal, but Zinck 
is the only sitting MLA. 

“When things are final¬ 
ized, I think a lot of people 
are going to have a lot of 
questions of their own to 
answer,” Zinck told Metro 
on Thursday. “I’m looking 
forward to clearing my 
name.” 

Zinck said he has 
received overwhelming 
support from his 
constituents amid the 
charges, and reiterated he 
will not step down during 
the coming legal battle. 

“If I decided to resign 
under public pressure or 
pressure of the media... 
there will not be a political 
representative at the 
provincial level for the rid¬ 
ing of Dartmouth North,” 
he said. 

When the charges were 
laid, Zinck initially refused 
to speak to reporters, issu¬ 
ing a statement through 
his lawyer instead.

continue to answer them,” 
he told reporters. 

“We have to allow (the 
auditor general) to do his 
job. He will, then we’ll 


move forward from there.” 

In his speech, Kelly list¬ 
ed council’s initiatives to 
develop downtown, the 
possibility of a new stadi¬ 
um and the now-perma¬ 
nent “people’s oval.” 

He urged the business 
community to speak out 
against the province’s re¬ 
cent announcement that it 
will end the municipal 
fimding agreement. Munic¬ 
ipalities will have to pay 
more to the province for 
public housing, corrections 
and education. 

Kelly said it will cost the 
HRM $46 million over the 
next four years. 

“We’ll have to pick up 
more costs this year — $1.2 
million — next year is $9.6 
million and the year after 
that $14 million, and after 
that about $19 million,” he 
said. 

“We are frustrated, con¬ 
cerned and we want 
change to this approach.”

The Police Act investi¬ 
gation, according to the 
CBC, is trying to deter¬ 
mine whether McNeil per¬ 
jured himself in a case 
involving his brother and 
fellow HRP officer, Sgt.

The CBC said McNeil 
was interviewed about 
two separate investiga¬ 
tions into the involve¬ 
ment of HRP officers and 
a private lie-detector com¬ 
pany. 

In both suspensions, 
the officers are suspended 
with pay. 

“It’s indefinite until 
the investigation is com¬ 
plete,” Palmeter said. “But 
suspensions are routinely

Palmeter added the sus¬

that top the list of con¬ 
cerns. Seventy-eight per 
cent of HRM residents feel 
this is the issue on which 
all levels of government 
should focus their imme¬ 
diate attention. 

Despite the public at¬ 
tention it often receives, 
emergency care is well 
down the list of concerns 
with just over 60 per cent 
of survey respondents 
thinking it should be a 
high priority. 

A number of regional 
and national polls suggest 
health care now trumps 


the economy as the policy 
issue of most concern to 
people. 

Here in HRM, however, 
it is running a close sec¬ 
ond to economic matters. 
Twenty-five per cent of lo¬ 
cal residents feel that the 
economy is the No. 1 is¬ 
sue, as compared to 21 
per cent for health care. 

This might be ex¬ 
plained by the concentra¬ 
tion of health-care 
facilities and profession¬ 
als in HRM. 

If we’re concerned 
about the system, are we 
as concerned about our 
own health? Fifty-six per 
cent of us report we are 
overweight, 41 per cent 
say they never participate 
in vigorous exercise and a 
further 26 per cent do so 
rarely. 


While 46 per cent say 
they take at least some vi¬ 
tamins everyday, we re¬ 
port our general eating 
habits as questionable. 

Over one-third admit to 
poor eating habits. Yet 56 
per cent claim to be on 
some sort of a diet, mostly 
one of their own design. 

The question that obvi¬ 
ously arises from these re¬ 
sults is whether we will 
take more responsibility 
for our own health out¬ 
comes at a time when our 
faith in the system seems 
to be deteriorating.

O Amnesty International says Canada’s global reputation has been 
eroded O Feds’ uncompromising support for Israel is criticized 



The Stephen Harper gov¬ 
ernment has eroded Cana¬ 
da’s global reputation as a 
human rights champion, 
says a respected interna¬ 
tional watchdog. 

The scathing report by 
Amnesty International 
does not name the Harper 
Conservatives but it raises 
many frequent criticisms 
of Tory foreign policy.

for Israel in the Middle 
East and the defunding of 
non-governmental agen¬ 
cies, such as Kairos, that 
have publicly criticized the 
Tories or provided aid to 
Palestinians. 

Amnesty calls on party 
leaders to use the federal 
election campaign to re¬ 
store Canada’s commit¬ 
ment to rights at home 
and abroad. 

“Sometimes Canada 
now is also seen as part of 
the problem, not the solu¬ 
tion,” said Amnesty secre¬ 
tary general Salil Shetty. 


“There has been erosion 
of Canada’s past policies, 
including a principled and 
non-partisan reputation in 
the Middle East.” 

The report says the gov¬ 
ernment’s “unflinching re¬ 
fusal” to criticize Israel’s 
human rights record has 
eroded Canada’s reputa¬ 
tion in the Middle East. 

“Serious violations com¬ 
mitted by the Israeli gov¬ 
ernment have on occasion 
been described as ‘a meas¬ 
ured response’ and Cana¬ 
da’s voice was noticeably 
moderate when hundreds 


of thousands of Sri Lankan 
Tamils faced grave peril in 
early 2009,” the report 
said. 

Harper used the phrase 
“measured response” in 
2006 to describe Israel’s 
decision to bomb Lebanon 
in retaliation for the kid¬ 
napping of two soldiers. 

That comment pro¬ 
voked the ire of Arab and 
Muslim Canadians and 
was widely interpreted as 
a sign the Conservatives 
had begun taking sides the 
Middle East conflict.

POLICE IN AFGHANISTAN 

THE KEY IS BUILDING 
TRUST, SAYS MOUNTIE 


The greatest challenge 
for police participating 
in Canada’s upcoming 
training mission in 
Afghanistan will be 
building trust between 
the Afghan police and lo¬ 
cals, an RCMP deputy 
commissioner said 
Thursday after touring 
the war-torn country. 

Several senior police 
commanders wrapped 
up a weeklong visit of 
Kabul and Kandahar in a 
bid to better define what 
their officers will be 
teaching their Afghan 
counterparts once the 
training mission, 
dubbed Operation Atten¬ 
tion, begins this 
summer. 

RCMP deputy 
commissioner Bob Paul¬ 
son, who oversees feder¬ 
al and international 
policing, echoed the oft- 
repeated sentiment of 
military commanders 
when he said 
strengthening the links 
between the community 
and Afghan police will 
be a major goal. 

“Getting to establish 
that trust with the local 
communities is the key 


and that’s, I think, the 
biggest challenge,” Paul¬ 
son said at Kandahar Air¬ 
field. 

The ranks of the 
Afghan National Police 
have grown. In the Pan- 
jwaii district, for exam¬ 
ple, there are about 500 
registered ANP out of 
700 allocated positions 
— an increase from 140 
in the fall. 

But the public percep¬ 
tion of the ANP has 
sometimes struggled be¬ 
cause of corruption and 
indiscipline. 

This is something 
Canadian police officers 
will strive to correct 
once the training 
mission begins in July, 
particularly at the senior 
management level, Paul¬ 
son said. 

There are 17 RCMP of¬ 
ficers among about 50 
from city and provincial 
police forces across 
Canada now serving in 
Afghanistan. 

It is unclear how 
many officers will be 
needed for the training 
mission and where they 
will be based.

Michael Ignatieff says a 
Liberal government would 
spend up to $1 billion per 
year to fund more child 
care and early learning 
spaces across Canada.

more spots for kids stuck 
on preschool waiting lists.

“We want to focus on 
what the issue is: Long 
lists, parents desperate to 
get their children into a 
great early learning and 
child-care experience,” Ig¬ 
natieff said during a stop 
in Winnipeg.

Most high-level Libyan offi¬ 
cials are tiying to defect but 
are under tight security and 
having difficulty leaving the 
country, a top Libyan diplo¬ 
mat now supporting the op¬ 
position said Thursday.

Dabbashi said Koussa’s 
defection in Britain is espe¬ 
cially significant because he 
was the chief of external in¬ 
telligence for about eight 
years and foreign minister 
for about two years. 

“I think that he has a lot 
of secret information about 
the regime — about the cur¬ 
rent operations by Libya 
during the last decades,” 
Dabbashi said.

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GDP better than 
mediocre early 
year forecast 


Canada’s economy began 
the year as strongly as it 
ended 2010, posting a ro¬ 
bust 0.5 per cent expansion 
in Januaiy that sets the 
stage for a strong first quar¬ 
ter of growth. 

The performance was in 
line with market projec¬ 
tions, but still was a mild 
surprise because many 
economists had worried of 
a possible payback after De¬ 
cember’s equally strong 0.5 
per cent gain in gross do¬ 
mestic product. As well, re¬ 
tail sales were already 
known to have declined 0.3 
per cent during the month. 

But the auto sector, 
which had largely under- 
performed in December, 
came to the rescue with a 
2.8 per cent pickup. 

Scotiabank economist 
Derek Holt noted that 
while the overall advance 


was impressive, it is not 
likely to be repeated in Feb¬ 
ruary. In particular, the au¬ 
to boost was exaggerated by 
shutdowns the previous 
month for retooling. 

“It’s a total head fake. It’s 
reflecting the unusually 
timed production factor in 
the auto and feeder indus¬ 
tries like fabricated met¬ 
als,” he explained. “It’s not 
sustainable.” 

The economy is on track 
to record a growth rate of 
about four per cent in the 
first quarter, even with 
tepid data in February and 
March, analysts noted — 
any future growth is cali¬ 
brated from a higher base. 

The January data almost 
certainly means the Bank of 
Canada will need to revisit 
a lukewarm reading of the 
economy taken in January.

Don’t go into James 
Wan’s latest horror 
thriller Insidious and ex¬ 
pect Saw. Sure, it was that 
franchise making 2001 
hit that put Wan (and 
writer Leigh Whannell) 
on the map, but Wan 
ain’t a one trick torture 
porn pony. Insidious sees 
the filmmaker mining 
the elegance of classic su¬ 
pernatural shockers like 
Burnt Offerings and Pol¬ 
tergeist while sculpting a 
contemporary ghost story 
that is as gorgeously pro¬ 
duced as it is blood freez- 
ingly frightening. And to 
its credit, there’s not a 
single drop of blood 
spilled.... 

Rose Byrne and Patrick 
Watson star as parents 
under the strain of 
domestic demands who 
are inexplicably torn 


apart by the arrival of 
the evil dead. Said 
specters knock their eld¬ 
est child into a coma 
while driving the couple 
mad doing all those 
smashing, snarling things 
ghosts tend to do to make 
their presences known. 
But that’s only the begin¬ 
ning of the living hell the 
family are about to enter. 

Wan and Whannell 
(who also co-stars as a 
geeky ghostbuster) 
devised Insidious to be a 
classic American horror 
film, marketed to the 
middle class. It’s expertly 
crafted and, with more 
than a dash of Italian in¬ 
fluence (think the 
saturated work of Mario 


Bava and Dario Argento), 
the duo have created a su¬ 
per-stylized, go-for-the 
throat, only slightly 
fiawed masterwork of the 
macabre that MUST be 
seen in a theatre. Unlike 
the stripped down spook 
shows of the faux-real 
Paranormal Activity films 
however. Insidious is an 
example of a filmmaker 
who not only wants to 
scare you, but delights in 
stimulating the senses, 
creating a visceral work 
that is almost 100 per 
cent pure cinema. If you 
check it out, be fully pre¬ 
pared to spill your 
popcorn and sleep with 
the light on.

Mirren tackles comedy

Though she may be an 
award-winning movie star 
best known for pla 5 dng 
royalty, Helen Mirren isn’t 
above playing the lotteiy. 

“When the lotteiy gets 
really big — up to 40 or 50 
million — I go out and buy 
a ticket, because it’s, 
‘Maybe I’ll win.’ You fanta¬ 
size about what it would 
be like to have millions 
and millions and millions 
of dollars,” she says. “And I 
think we all do that. It’s a 
fantasy we all cariy within 
us — anyone who’s ever 
bought a lotteiy ticket. 
We’re all dreamers.” 

Of course, Mirren her¬ 
self doesn’t have to dream. 
While in her latest film, an 
update of the Dudley 
Moore classic Arthur, Mir¬ 
ren plays the nanny to an 
extravagantly rich man- 
child (Russell Brand) prone 
to outlandish purchases, in 


real life she’s no stranger 
to splurging. 

“My husband and I 
bought a castle in Puglia,” 
she says. “It’s like turning 
on the taps full, and just 
money pours out. Into the 
desert. It’s just gone.” 

While Arthur marks 
what Mirren says is her 
first real comedy film in 
her career, teaming up 
with Brand helped ease 
her into the genre. In fact, 
she may have picked up 


more than a little of his 
wit, if her description of 
Brand’s behaviour on set is 
any indication. 

“He never came out of 
his trailer. When he came 
out, he was always sur¬ 
rounded by minders, he 
wouldn’t speak to any¬ 
one,” she says, barely con¬ 
taining her laughter. “No, 
he didn’t really. Well actu¬ 
ally, I don’t know because I 
was drunk the whole 
time.” 


But seriously, though, 
she thinks quite highly of 
Brand and his charms, ex¬ 
plaining that she signed 
onto the film after the co¬ 
median “just totally se¬ 
duced me the way he does, 
you know?” she says.

Actor Colm Feore is up for 
almost an 5 ^hing — be it a 
lavish TV period drama, a 
summer blockbuster or a 
small Canadian documen¬ 
tary series.

I ’ve never understood 
the point of April 
Fool’s Day. How did 
it ever become so¬ 
cially acceptable for 
it to be open season 
on the inattentive, the un¬ 
aware and the gullible 
once a year? 

Many rock bands get in¬ 
to the spirit of things, tak¬ 
ing the opportunity to 
punk both fans and the 
media. 

Among the best (worst?) 
is Tool. Back in 1997, an 
announcement flashed 
around the world that 
members of the band had 
been killed in a tour bus 
crash in Australia. Media 
outlets — including MTV 
— ran with the story until 
they realized what date it 
was. In 1999, rumours ap¬ 
peared about two new sin¬ 
gles from the band: 


Anagram and Floorpail. 
Those who spent the day 
searching for these songs 
didn’t notice that Floorpail 
is an anagram for April 
Fool. MTV got burned 
again in 2005 when singer 
Maynard James Keenan an¬ 
nounced that he had found 
Jesus and was leaving the 
group to pursue a career in 
religion. 

And Tool is far from 
alone. On April 1, 2010, 
Coldplay announced that 
like Britney, they were get¬ 
ting into the fragrance 
game, releasing a perfume 
called Angst, which was 
available in a bottle de¬ 
signed by producer Brian 
Eno. Strangely, it sold out 
through Coldplay’s online 
store before anyone could 
make a purchase. 

Metallica and Megadeth 
fans freaked out on April 1, 


2009, when an online story 
insisted both Dave Mus- 
taine and Jason Newsted 
would soon be rejoining 
Metallica in a massive ex¬ 
ample of letting bygones 
be bygones. The non-metal 
equivalent would be Jen¬ 
nifer Aniston accepting an 
invitation to move in with 
Brad and Angelina. Yet a 
number of metalheads 
were for it. 

That same day, Trent 
Reznor appeared to an¬ 
nounce that he was mak¬ 
ing a brand new album 
available. Strobe Light, al¬ 
legedly produced by Tim- 
baland, was offered for sale 
on the official Nine Inch 


Nails website. The down¬ 
load (which required 
$18.98 and a $10 “digital 
delivery convenience fee”) 
would “arrive as Windows 
Media files playable on 
quite a few players with 
your name embedded all 
over them in case you lose 
them ... Your email will be 
kept confidential and will 
not be used for spam, un¬ 
less we can make some 
money selling it.” One 
song. Even Closer, prom¬ 
ised vocals from Justin 
Timberlake and the afore¬ 
mentioned Maynard James 
Keenan. Some fans didn’t 
see the gag. 

Let’s be careful. 


It’s been four years since 
Sum 41 last released an al¬ 
bum, and the intervening 
years saw frontman 
Deryck Whibley endure a 
divorce from Avril Lavi- 
gne as well as a string of 
health concerns. 

But he says the dark 
tone of the material on 
the band’s new record. 
Screaming Bloody Mur¬ 
der, can’t necessarily be

O Impress your love with this Filet Mignon with Pomegranate Burgundy 
Sauce O Although the meal looks elaborate, it’s actually simple to make 


How do you create a meal 
that is at once romantic? 

To start, tiy this veiy 
simple Filet Mignon with 
Pomegranate Burgundy 
Sauce. 

The recipe starts with 
getting just the right cut of 
beef 

The tenderloin that filet 
mignon is cut from is on 
the leaner side, with about 
seven grams of fat per 125- 
gram (four-ounce) portion. 
That’s not bad, especially 
since a bit of fat will add 
flavour. 

When preparing vel¬ 
vety, rich sauces, most 
recipes call for starting 
with a generous dollop of 
butter. 

This recipe does away 
with that, instead starting 
with tangy pomegranate 
juice and dry red wine. 

But the real secret here 
is using some veal demi- 
glace to add flavour, body 
and texture. 

A good meat stock is 
made by roasting the 
bones, then simmering 
them for a long time with 
aromatic vegetables. 

At some point, the 
solids are stained out and 
the liquid is reduced until 
it has intense flavour and 
the gelatin from the bones 
has given it a smooth, al¬ 
most viscous texture. 

It’s the rich flavour and 
velvety texture of this kind 
of stock that can give a 
sauce a luxurious, glossy 
feel, without the need to 
lard it with butter. 

Best of all, you don’t 
need to bother with all 
that roasting and simmer¬ 
ing. 

Excellent prepared de- 
mi-glace products are avail¬ 
able at many grocers. 


Preparation: 

I Heat oven to lOO C (200 
F). Season steaks with 
salt and pepper. 

2 Heat a 25 -cm ( 10 -inch) 
cast-iron or other heavy 
skillet over medium for 
2 minutes. Add 10 ml (2 
tsp) of the oil and swirl 
to coat the bottom of 
the pan. Increase heat to 
medium-high. 

Add steaks and cook 4 
minutes per side for 
medium-rare. Transfer 
filets to ovenproof dish 
and place in heated 
oven (steaks will cook a 
bit more in the oven).

Return skillet to medium 
heat and add remaining 
5 ml (1 tsp) oil and shal¬ 
lot. Saute until shallot 
has softened, about 1 
minute. Add wine and 
cook for 1 minute. Add 
demi-glace and pome¬ 
granate juice and 
increase heat to high to 
bring sauce to a boil. 
Cook, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, until sauce has re¬ 
duced by half and 
thickened. 


5 Spoon sauce over the 
filets and serve, 
garnished with chives 
and pomegranate seeds, 
if desired.
